$20,000 FOR INJURY

Mrs. Catherine Smith, 3101 Vir-

WASHINGTON, March 23 (AP) 


* —The Senate today voted 44 to 
142 to give the Federal Housing 


Expediter the power to write 
eviction regulations under rent 
control. 

The vote rejected the so-called 
Bricker-Cain amendment to rent 
control extension legislation. 

Nine Democrats, mostly South- 
erners, broke party lines to vote 
with 33 Republicans in support 
of the Bricker-Cain amendment. 
Only four Republicans joined 40 
Democrats in defeating the pro- 
posal. 

The Democrats then put the 
“clincher” on their slim victory 
by bringing up and then tabling 
a motion to reconsider the amend- 
ment. The vote was by a one-vote 
margin, 44 to 43. 

Misuse of Property Issue. 

“The argument was over what 
machinery there should be for 
evicting tenants who misuse 
rented property. The present law 
leaves that largely in the hands 
of local courts. 

The Administration's bill would 
give the Federal Housing Expe- 
diter more sayso, Landlords who 
wanted to evict a tenant would 
have to get a certificate of evic- 
tion from local housing author- 
ities. 

Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, said that was put in the 
bill because there have been 
“many phony evictions” under the 
present law. 

Senators Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, 
and Cain (Rep.), Washington, of- 
fered an amendment to knock it 
out and keep the] aw the way ‘it 
is now.

Fulbright's 
plan simply goes a step further 
and lets cities. or towns remove 
rent curbs, subject to the Gov- 
ernor’s approval. 

The House bill allows any state, 
county, city or smaller political 
subdivision to remove controls any 
time, regardless of what the Gov- 
ernor says.

NEW YORK, March 23 (UP)— 
Winston Churchill arrived in New 


York today and was greeted by 
several hundred pickets protesting 
against the North Atlantic treaty. 

A. crowd estimated at 2000 
watched the demonstrators, who 
carried placards with slogans such 
as, We can't be sold on war, Mr, 
Churchill,” and “North Atlantic 
Pact — No”; “Soviet - American 
Peace Pact, Yes.” 

Two White House secret serv- 
ice agents met the liner Queen 
Elizabeth at quarantine. Other 
detectives were on the pier and 
details of police were scattered in 
the area. 3 

Churchill, whose Fulton (Mo.) 
speech three years ago foreshad- 
owed the Atlantic pact, arrived to 
make another address which he 
hinted might be of considerable 
importance. 

But despite persistent questions, 
the 74-year-old statesman declined 
to state the theme of his speech 
at. Cambridge, Mass., March 31. 

Ruddy-faced and in good spirits, 
Churchill smoked a cigar as he 
faced a large group of newspaper 
men. Mrs. Churchill and their 
daughter, Mrs. Christopher 
Soames, were with him. 

Churchill said he was looking 
forward to visiting Washington 
tomorrow for his first meeting 
with President Truman since he 
popularized the phrase “The Iron 
Curtain” in his Fulton address. 

“As a matter of fact,” Churchill 
remarked, “I myself reread my 
Fulton speech recently to find out 
just what it was I had said. I think 
that it is now somewhat behind 
events.” 

He said he had come also to 
bring the thanks of all nations in 
Europe for what the United States 
has done and is doings 

“T am a whole-hearted supporter 
of the Atlantic pact,” he said. 

‘The Churchill party, with 55 
pieces of luggage, was met at the 
pier by Sir Francis Evans, Brit- 
ish consul general in New York, 
and Bernard Baruch, who is their 
host during their visit here.

Large St. Louis area contrac- 
tors, represented by the Master 
Builders’ and the Municipal Con- 
tractors’ associations, have noti- 
fied AFL, building crafts demand- 
ing wage increases May 1 that 
economic conditions do not 


justify any increase whatsoever.” | 


A spokesman for the contract- 
ors said it was unanimously de- 
cided by both associations that 
conditions do not justify a wage 
above present prevailing rates. 
The decision is based on surveys 
showing that only one half the 
amount of work was in the esti- 
mating stage last January as was 
in prospect in January, 1948, and 
an architects’ survey revealing 
that $64,000,000 worth of St. Louis 
area work was being tabled “until 
conditions become more stable.” 

Five Unions Want Rise. 


Five unions have demanded in- 
creases effective May 1, and it was 
expected that several other unions 
would seek wage adjustments if 
any increase was given. Unions 
demanding wage rises and the 
scales they are seeking to establish 
are: Iron Workers, 25 cents an 
hour, to $2.67%; Truckers, 35 cents, 
to $1.75; Laborers, 25 cents, to 
$1.65 and $1.75; cement finishers, 
25 cents, to $2.75, and operating 
engineers, who have indicated 
they expect an increase, but have 
not specified the amount.

AS IN U.S. TAX

JEFFERSON CITY, March 23— 
Amendment of the state income 
tax law to conform to the federal 
income tax act as to exemptions 
and splitting of income by hus- 
bahd and wife for tax purposes, 
and adding a new individual tax 


bracket, is sought in a bill intro- | 


duced in the House today. 

The bill, sponsored by Repre- 
sentative George A. Spencer of 
Columbia, would permit husband 
and wife to divide their income in 
a joint return to gain the benefit 
of a lower tax bracket rate, in 
most instances. 

Present individual state income 
tax rates vary from 1 per cent up 
to 4 per cent, the Jatter applying 
to net taxable income in excess 
of $9000. The bill would establish 
a new top rate of 5 per cent on 
net ‘Income in excess of 
$11,000. 

Present exemptions of $1200 for 
an unmarried individual, $2400 for 
husband and wife and $400 for 
each dependent, would be changed 
to $600 for each person, as pro- 
vided under Federal law. 

The present state penalty of 
doubling the tax assessment for 
violation of the state income tax 
law should be reduced to 5 per 
cent of tax due for minor viola- 
tions and 50 per cent for fraud.

The principal speakers in de- 
fense of the commission and for 
defeat of the resolution were 
Douglas Mahnkey of Forsyth, 
Dr. L. A. Kelly of Neosho, Lewis 
E. Merrill of Brunswick, Howard 
Elliott of Ladue and Henry N. 
Andrae of Jefferson City. They 
confined their arguments to trac- 
ing the progress of conservation 
under the commission. All of 
them said that notwithstanding 
that the number of hunters and 
fishermen, as shown by the num- 
ber of licenses issued, was three 
times greater than in 1936 when 
the commission was created, 
game and fish census reports 
showed that there had been a 
marked increase in the wildlife 
population. 

They said that deer and wild 
turkey were practically extinct in 
Missouri in 1936, that there were 
few raccoons and no beaver, but 
that by this year there was a sub- 
stantial number of all of them. 

“The old political Fish and 
Game Commission in Missouri, as 
in virtually every state, was a 
sink hole filled with corruption,” 
Elliott said. 

“No arguments bave been pre- 
sented on the merits of this mat- 
ter,” he continued. “There are three 
things to be considered: What 
necessity is there for a change? 
What would we do with power to 
make these regulations if we had 
it, in view of the flop we made of 
that power? How free would the 
commission be if we held a gun 
at its head?” 

Elliott cited statistics to show 
the increased wildlife population, 
the extensive forestry work of the 
commission, the increased produc- 
tion of fish, predatory control, 
education work and other activi- 
ties of the commission. 

“In passing on this matter,” 
Andrae said, “each member should 
consider it a question of whether 
the commission has done a good 
job. It is not a question of whether 
Mr. Bode comes from Iowa, nor 
how many toilets there are in Mr. 
Bode's trailer, nor of isolated hard- 
ship cases, nor of cartoons in the 
Post-Dispatch.”

JEFFERSON CITY, March 23 
Payment of a state military 
bonus of not to exceed $500 to all 
Missourians who served in the 
Armed Forces in World War II is 
proposed in a bonus measure in- 
troduced in the House today by 
Representative J. C. McAdow of 
Buchanan county and 75 other 
House members. 

The total of 76 sponsors is with- 
in two of the 78 votes required to 
pass a measure in the House, 

The bonus measure, in the form 
of a proposed constitutional 
amendment, would authorize pay- 
ment of $10 a month for service 
within the United States and $15 
a month for foreign service,, be- 
tween Dec. 7, 1941, and Sept. 1, 
1945. The maximum for domestic 
service is fixed at $400, and the 
ceiling for foreign service, or both 
domestic and foreign, at $500 

McAdow estimated the bonus 
payments, to be financed by a 
state bond issue, would total 
$150,000,000. The number of Mis- 
sourians eligible for a bonus is es- 
timated at about 420,000. 

The amendment proposed levy- 
ing of several special taxes to pro- 
vide funds for retirement of the 
bonus bond issue and payment of 
interest on the bonds. 

These taxes include doubling of 
the present state income tax of 2 
per cent on the taxable income of 
corporations, a 10 per cent tax on 
sales of luxuries; a 10 per vent tax 
on sales of mechanical amuse- 
ment devices such as pinball and 
slot machines and music boxes; a

When Lewis instructed his Unit- 
ed Mine Workers to stay home for 
a two-week “memorial period,” he 
gave two reasons.

of mourning for the miners killed 
and injured in 1948. And it was 
“to emphasize the mine workers’ 
| opposition to one Boyd, an incom- 
| petent, unqualified persons who 
has usurped the office and func- 

tions of director of the Federal 
Bureau of Mines.” 

Lewis opposed Boyd's appoint- 
ment on the ground that he had 
had no experience in coal mining. 
Coal mine safety inspection is 
among the responsibilities of the 
Bureau of Mines. 

Vote on Confirmation. 

Some Senators accused Lewis of 
trying to “intimidate” them into 
voting against Boyd’s confirmation 
which had been hanging fire for 
almost two years. The result was 
just the opposite. The Senate 
voted 50 to 11 last night to con- 
firm the former dean of the Colo- 
rado School of Mines. 
Senators Donnell and Kem, Mis- 
souri Republicans, voted for con- | 

firmation. So did Democratic | 
Senators Lucas and Douglas of II- 
linois. 

The Senate's action sent a wave The Original Le ed P 
of jitters through the coal fields. — 
Rank-and-file miners made it 

plain that if Lewis wanted them 
to stay out longer in retaliation, 
they were willing to do so. 
President Truman had submit- 
ted Boyd’s nomination to the Sen- 

ate three times since May 1947. 

Boyd has served without pay 

since Dec. 31, 1947. An administra- 
tion spokesman in the Senate said 
an attempt will be made to pro- 

vide his $10,000 salary for 1948 by 
| special legislation.

Stock Should Be Exempted. 


The matter of taxing corporate stocks 
as intangibles is entirely a different 
question. In my statement to the Taxa- 
tion Revision Committee in 1945 I called 
attention to the long tradition, sustained 
by our Supreme Court, that where a 
corporation is subject to taxation on its 
property, the holders of its shares of 
stock are exempt from property taxa- 
tion on such shares. 

There was no taxation of corporate 
shares under the old general property 
tax. To include them under the proper- 
ty tax on intangibles would be to create 
a new tax which was not contemplated 
in the constitutional provision for in- 
tangible taxation. 

Aside from the constitutional question, 
there is no economic or equitabie justi- 
fication for including corporate shares 
under the intangible property tax. Cor- 
porations are taxed on their property 
and are subject to income and franchise 
taxes. Their shareholders are also sub- 
ject to income taxes on their dividends. 
The revenue derived from the intangi- 
ble tax goes to counties and other local 
subdivisions in which the taxpayers re- 
side.

Will Stalling Win Again? 

The St. Louis Real Estate Board is betting that 
history will repeat itself. It is betting that it 
can stall off a city zoning ordinance. 

The stalling strategy was mortally effective in 
1941. Then Mayor Dickmann allowed a zoning 
ordinance to be tabled in the Board of Aldermen 
until after the municipal elections. And he did 
not return to City Hall to finish what had looked 
like a fairly easy job. 

A new start was made under Mayor Kauf- 
mann. But again stalling has kept the issue un- 
decided up to the eve of an election. And the 
stallers are sniffing a whiff of victory in the 
fresh spring air. If they can hold out until the 
Aldermen adjourn on April 8, they can drink 
toasts in champagne. After that will come a 
new Mayor and Alderman, and it will be a While 
before they will get around to a new zoning bill. 

But there is still time to bring the pending 
measure to a vote before early April. That de- 
pends entirely on seven men, the members of 
the aldermanic zoning committee. These seven 
can say whether the Real Estate Board or the 
people are to triumph. «They are:

These seven know that the Real Estate Board 
now is the only major opponent of the ordinance. 
They know that for a year and longer it has 
piously professed to be in favor of zoning. They 
know that since September 1947, two of its rep- 
resentatives, glong with representatives of other 
civic organizations, met week after week with 
the City Plan Commission to perfect the pending 
measure. They know that many of the real 
estate men's suggestions were accepted. 

The members of the committee also know that 
at the eleventh hour the Real Estate Board has 
set up a cry for still more public hearings, that 
it is trying to riddle the ordinance with loop- 
holes, and that it has challenged the legality of 
any action the Aldermen may take. Knowing 
all this, will the committee members yield to 
real estate pressure? Or will they report the 
ordinance in time for adoption? 

And will they report it in acceptable form? 
Or will they recommend the Real Estate Board's 
sabotaging amendments, amendments which 
would leave the new ordinance as worthless as 
the antiquated one it is to replace? 

The worst of these suggestions would allow 
appeals to the Board of Aldermen, rather than 
to the Plan Commission, for exemptions from 
the law. That means “spot” zoning—almost no 
zoning worthy of the name. That is no way to 
protect property values. 

The committee should not burden the ordi- 
nance with such objectionable features. The 
measure has been carefully prepared. Numerous 
public hearings have been held. It will never 
be possible to please those who want to make a 
speculative profit at the expense of their neigh- 
bors. But St. Louis does need a decent zoning 
ordinance. And the seven members of the zon- 
ing committee can report just such a measure to 
the Board of Aldermen for adoption. 

Surely, they will not let history repeat itself 
for the benefit of the Real Estate Board? .

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Toast to a. Famous Coin 

The proprietor of an East Side bar in New 
York City, Sam Atkins, pays a well-deserved 
tribute to the nickel. He offers a glass of beer 
for it. His impulses.egged on by the advent of 
spring, he says, “I figured it was time someone 
started a 5-cent beer.” 

Mr. Atkins’ kind words for the nickel remind 
us of various times—now, alas, departed—when 
the coin under discussion was held in esteem 
and able to purchase things of large value. 

The nickelodeon, one of the noblest institu- 
tioms of many an American childhood in the 
first two decades of the century, drew its name 
from the coin that was its price of admission. 
There, for a nickel, a youngster could see movies 
of cowboys and Indians, cops and robbers, and 
other edifying spectacles, to the accompaniment 
of the worst and loudest piano playing in the 
history of our great republic. 

The 5-and-10-cent store, where it is still pos- 
sible to purchase many articles for a dollar up, 
was founded on the nickel. Circus spielers re- 
ferred respectfully to the coin as a nickel, 5 
cents, the twentieth part of a dollar. 

Hamburgers, the Saturday Evening Post, Col- 
lier’s, shoe shines, coffee, soft drinks, ice cream 
cones, and beer itself came to be inextricably— 
or so we thought—associated with the nickel. 
The New York’s subway’s proudest boast was 
that it was the longest ride in the world for a 
nickel. In the language, the coin gained a place 
with O. Henry’s reference to it as carfare grade 
spinach,” spinach being a venerable synonym for 
money. It was enshrined in the American tongue 
by the remark of Vice President Marshall, in the 
course of a Senate debate on the state of the 
nation, that “what this countzy really needs is a 
good 5-cent cigar.” 

Marshall’s famous remark gave rise to many 
paraphrases, culminating in Franklin P. Adams’ 
assertfon about 1943 that “what this country 
needs is a good 5-cent nickel,” and that was the 
beginning of the end as far as the nickel went, 
which was no longer very far. : 

So we salute Sam Atkins, of New York City, 
and propose a toast. And what fitter toast could 
there be than “To the nickel”? 
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Tiny Budget of Good News 


We have received in the mail a movie script 
called the “UNESCO World Review.” This at- 
tracted the eye for two reasons. One is that 
UNESCO (United Nations Educational, Scien- 
tific and Cultural Organization) is a most hope- 
ful offshoot of the parent organization. The sec- 
ond is that the script opened with this very 
encouraging statement: 


Newspaper headlines. may speak of rival- 
ries and disputes, but the nations of the 
world are working together in many fields 
and in this collaboration lies the hope of 


peace, understanding and progress. 

After reading of battle,“ rift,” “clash,” 
“fray,” “feud,” “schism,” cold war,” and other 
terms concerning the relations between nations, 
the heart leaps up at the opening line of 
UNESCO World Report. Then come the items. 

1. A new language is being developed in the 
vast chain of Pacific islands grouped under the 
general name of Indonesia. Being captivated by 
the possibilities of Ido, Esperanto, Basic English 
or any other common tongue, this item sounds 
good, even though it is being applied to only 
2,000,000 pupils in a remote part of the world. 

2. The world’s yearly loss of millions of apples 
and pears may be reduced sharply by a new 
process to be exhibited in Britain in May. Fair 
enough, but not exactly breath-taking. 

3. Breukelen, Holland, badly hit in the war,

So run the items in UNESCO World Report, 
and while they are all to be cheered and ap- 
plauded, it seems a tiny budget of good news to 
contrast with the super-colossal budget of bad. 
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Dilemma of the Phone Company 

Whether to grant or deny telephones to racing 
news agencies has impaled Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Cq, on a dilemma where it is 
“damned if it does and damned if it doesn’t.” 

Handbooks are illegal in Missouri and the 
denial of telephones is one effective way of cur- 
tailing them. The company has adopted a policy 
of removing any phone which a law enforcement 
official says is being used for an unlawful pur- 
pose. This led to the cutting off of the notorious 
Pioneer News Service’s phones at former Gov. 
Donnelly’s request two years ago. 

This policy is completely reasonable but it has 
had rough going. For instance, a handbook at 
4011 McRee avenue was raided last week. The 
phone company tried to cut off this handbook 
four years ago, but Pion News appealed to 
the Missouri Public Service Commission. The 
commission agreed that the company’s evidence 
raised “a strong suspicion of bookmaking” but 
not a sufficient case for removing the phones. 

Now Pioneer is suing Southwestern Bell for 
$100,000 because it took out Pioneer’s phones 
two years later at Gov. Donnelly’s request and 
has refused to restore them now. It is an ironic 
thing when Paul (Bev) Brown and his Capone 
Syndicate partners seek protection of the courts, 
but there it is. 

A root of these difficulties is that a public 
utility cannot be given much independent dis- 
cretion to withhold service. Wide discretion 
would enable it to cripple any business it 
pleased. It seems clear, however, that the state 
commission went too far in upholding Pioneer 
News Service. Once the question of lawfulness 
was raised, a business with little or no visible 
means of lawful income should be required to 
show evidence of its legitimacy. Perhaps the law 
courts could not impose such a requirement, but 
regulatory commissions possess special powers to 
get at the facts by less formal administrative 
proceedings. The Missouri commission should 
modify its strict legalistic attitude when shadowy 
customers like Pioneer News are at the bar. 

Meanwhile, a Senate subcommittee in Wash- 
ington is re-examining the co-operative efforts 
of the FCC, A.T.&T. and Western Union 
to curb unlawful abuses of telephones and 
telegraph. The task is not easy, for the law 
which protects law-abiding telephone subscribers 
also makes it harder to clip the wings of crimi- 
nals. The task is important, because the out- 
come will tell whether the American people do 
or do not get a mighty weapon to repel the 
threatened nation-wide invasion of gamblers and 
racketeers. 
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The Wabash Runs Again 


Resumption of service on the Wabash restores 
a situation which should have been preserved 
throughout the settlement of differences be- 
tween the Railroad Brotherhoods and the rail- 
way's Management, Now representatives of the 
two sides, meeting with President Truman's 
fact-finding board, can iron out the dispute 
while this transportation utility serves its cities 
and rural areas. 

As we have pointed out, there is no sharp 
issue of over-all wages or of working condi- 
tions. In so far as there is an issue, it is a 
collection of approximately 150 separate points 
of contention in individual cases, 40 per cent of 
which are now adjusted. Both sides say the con- 


_ ferences are moving ahead satisfactorily. 


This makes it all the more inexcusable that 
Washington should have failed to act in time to 
prevent the eight-day strike. Since there had 
been four postponements, the White House had 
ample notice to put the mediation facilities of 
Railroad Labor Act into motion. Congress 
should check this experience and amend the law 
if it finds that the present provisions do not 
cover a proposed mediation after a cessation of 
service. 


Wise as Well as Practical 

Wisdom as well as courage has been displayed 
by the university committee of the lower house 
of the Legislature. It has recommended that the 
University of Missouri and the various state col- 
leges be opened to Negroes whenever substan- 
tially equivalent courses are not offered at Lin- 
coln University, the state-supported Negro school 
in Jefferson City. This now puts the issue 
squarely before the chamber, and we trust that 
it will be as sensible as was its committee. 

A favorable vote will solve the problem cre- 
ated for Missouri when the United States Su- 
preme Court ordered the state to do virtually 
what the committee now recommends. Another 
practical factor is that such a vote—seconded, of 
course, by the State Senate—would eliminate the 
inordinate financial burden of attempting to 
maintain two first-class educational plants, one 
for whites and one for, Negroes. But even more 
important are the fundamental considerations of 
decency and fairness, and the opportunity for 
taking a very considerable strain off race rela- 
tions in Missouri. | 

Whatever may have been thought of it in the 
past, this step is no longer radical. St. Louis 
University opened its doors to Negroes several 
years ago. Only Tuesday, Washington Univer- 
sity announced that it will admit Negroes to four 
more of its graduate schools. The curators of 
the state university have urged just this step on 
the legislators. Representative Howard Elliott's 
Equal Rights Committee would go even farther 
to admit Negroes to any and all courses in the 
state’s institutions of higher learning. And polls 
of students at Golumbia have shown that there is 
little feeling for segregation left in the univer- 
sity community. The last poll was 70 per cent in 
favor of the pending proposal. 

This action was contemplated by the framers 
of Missouri’s new Constitution. The legislators 
now should translate the permission of the Con- 
stitution into the precept of the law. It will 
draw protests only from the most backward; and 
they, fortunately, are not numerous. And it will 
elicit praise from the vast majority of Missouri- 
ans who sincerely believe in the American con- 
cept of equality of opportunity for all. |

Resort to Emotional Talk 


At a meeting of the Holdrege Chamber 
of Commerce, Allen Dowling, head of the 
state resources division, charged that the 
MVA program would violate the water- 
access rights of every Nebraska farmer 
and annihilate the “well-launched” program 
for placing 1,600,000 acres of Nebraska land 
under irrigation. He said enactment of 
the MVA bill as it now stands would prove 
“a short-sighted folly” for the Missouri ba- 
sin, because it “wholly ignores the prin- 
cipal economic problems of our area and 
treats us as misguided Dogpatchers.” He 
said he doesn’t care what they call the 
plan for basin development—MVA or Pick- 
Sloan plan—so long as “it recognizes the 
basic state water laws and the fundamen- 
tal rule that water’s natural purpose is to 
nourish the land.” 

Which is popular enough talk, perhaps, 
for a Chamber of Commerce gathering. But 
it doesn’t answer the questions the farm- 
ers themselves in the Holdrege and other 
areas are asking, nor settle the doubts they 
are raising, there and elsewhere, as to the 
aims and effectiveness of the present Pick- 
Sloan developments from the overall stand- 
point.

Another reason for putting all 
the emphasis on the peaceful in- 
tention of the pact is the deep- 
seated fear and suspicion on the 
part of the Russians.

A recent analysis of Soviet prop- 
aganda showed the pathological 
fear motivating much of what 
comes out of the land of midnight 
darkness. That paranoid fear—a 
persecution complex in an ad- 
vanced stage—could drive its vic- 
tims to the ultimate madness of 
war. 

From the military point of view, 
all that can be done under the 
pact for several years is to begin 
to restore something of the 
strength sapped by the war.

Medicine is providing extra 
years of life for the aged, he 
said, and other years should be 
healthy years and not a prolonged 
period of infirmity. The present 
expectation of life is over 60 years, 
and within the next 10 years that 
expectation may possibly rise to 
about 75 years, Dr. Broun said. 

The partial elimination of com- 
mon infectious diseases is a great 
factor in the prolongation of life, 
he said, “Present studies in the 
medical field of such prolongation 
déal mostly with the cause and 
treatment of heart and arterial 
diseases and diabetes,” he told the 
conference which met at the 
Downtown T. M. C. A. 

Dr. Maseo Ohmoto, medical 
director of St. Louis City Infirm- 
ary, who spoke on “When the 
Old Person Lives in an Institu- 
tion,” told the group the institu- 
tionalized aged are in need of 
some sort of occupational therapy. 
When confined to an institution, 
Dr. Ohmoto said, the aged de- 
velop a feeling of uselessness and 
a loss of independence. If they 
are given something to do or 
taught a craft, their outlook is 
improved and they become hap- 


ier. 

A contributing factor to the feel- 
ing of uselessness in the aged is 
the practice of many companies 
requiring retirement at the age 
of 65, Miss Irene Morris, director 
of the Department of Medical So- 
cial Service for the St. Mary’s 
Group of Hospitals, told the meet- 
ing. 

Companies should make retire- 
ment non-obligatory and keep the 
persons, who are advanced in 
years, until infirmities necessitate 
retirement. “Persons over 65 years 


of age are still capable of doing 
productive work,“ she said. “Elder 
statesmen, physicians and many 
others do some of their most pro-

This may be fine when private 
investors are paying for the mill. 
It is a little hard to defend when 
the United States taxpayers are 
paying. Hence the United States 
is in the position of requiring that 
the European countries decide 
among themselves which of them 
will have the steel mill—with the 
implied threat that if they cannot 
decide, the United States will, 

Clearly this is American inter- 
ference in European internal af- 
fairs, but who has an alternative? 

Also, having made the decision, 
the countries must enforce it by 
refusing permission to certain 
private interests who may wish 
to build still another steel mill. 
The necessities of the Marshall 
Plan, in this and other directions, 
almost require the amount of gov- 
ernmental control in European 
countries that the United States 
considers socialistic. In other 
words, the great defender of free 
enterprise is coming perilously 
‘close to forcing socialism on its 
‘friends (most of whom have ap- 
peared to indicate, by their votes, 
that they want it anyway.) 

Meanwhile, Jolivet plows his 
field with his new tractor and 
awaits the arrival of his new suit 
and the increase in cheap elec- 
tricity, all because of the Marshall 
plan. 

Doesn’t Give Plan a Thought.

“and of course wheat. This year 
I will have more, and the tractor 
will make it possible as well as 
for me to get rid of one o my 
three horses. 

“Tt is the first tractor I have 
owned, and it was a long time 
on its way. But I can only get 
40 liters of gasoline a month. Buy 
black market gasoline? Oh, no. It 
is too dear.” 

Then the normal question: What 
does Jolivet think of the Marshall 
plan? 

“The Marshall plan?” he re- 
peats. “It doesn’t mean a thing 
to me. I have received no gifts.” 

Perhaps the American taxpayer 
will be a little disappointed to 
hear Jolivet speak this way, yet 
it reflects only the fact that the 
Marshall Plan has been feeding 
its aid into Europe as far back 
in the veins as possible. The goods 
go through the normal channels 
of trade, and by the time they 
reach Jolivet they appear to him 
as items in the normal course of 
affairs.

Belligerent Child 


By Angelo Patri 


HE child who carries a chip on his shoulder from the time 

he rises in the morning until he falls asleep at night is a 

burden to himself and a sore thumb to his family and 
associates, who wish he would change his attitude sometimes 
and behave like a real child. But that does not happen and 
he goes along his unhappy way. 

Children who are in sound mental and physical health are 
happy. When one is persistently unhappy, there is a reason 
for it and no change will take place in him until the cause is 
removed. First we must find it. What, who, why are ques- 
tions we must find answers for. 
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AS A USUAL THING, this child is backward in school, 
behind his brothers and sisters in the family, and is forever 
being subjected to criticism for the situation which really is 
not of his choice nor of his making. He has not the capacity 
for learning, nor the speed, that would permit him to do so as 
well in the same time as his associates. 

The first thing to do is to find the powers he lacks, those 
he possesses. By taking inventory of his abilities, we have a 
starting place for the building of some sort of ability. If he 
once succeeds so as to win the approbation of his teachers and 
the admiration of his friends, he will have taken a long stride 
forward toward happiness and good nature. A failure makes 
any intelligent child miserable. 
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THE CHILD is often made worse than he might be by the 
oft-repeated comparisons his family make of his accomplish- 
ments and those of the other children. “Look at Junior. Two 
years younger and two classes ahead of you.” That's enough 
to stir any child to the boiling point, and progress 
never is made in high temperatures. 

A word of praise if there is anything to praise, a word of 
good will and affection when there is nothing to highlight will 
do more to inspire and speed up growth in the slow-growing 
child than all the criticism. ' 

A thorough physical examination by a trusted physician is 
essential for such children. Any sense defect, any organic de- 
fect, any lack ef growth in the all-important glands will slow 
down a child to marked backwardness. Children of premature 
birth must be allowed more time for growth and development 
than those of full-time gestation. Nature must be coaxed to 
complete her work, and for that the child will need the help 
of experienced physicians and instructed parents. 

Don’t frown down on the belligerent one until he has been 
examined and his gnawing needs have been met. He is unhappy 
and there is always a reason for the unhappiness of a child.

C. not inherited. At birth, for instance, 

* a baby does not know which one 
of two trees is farther away, though one may be 20 feet distant 
and the other possibly 100 feet removed. You and I, as adults, 
can readjly ten which is the more distant, because we taught 
ourselves these lessons when we first learned to crawl. At that 
time we found that the tree which looked more distinct:was 
reached sooner than the tree which had appeared hazy. Thus, 
we soon evolved the psychological law that clearness of outline 
is a means of measuring distance. But this, in turn, first 
depended upon the number of steps or the amount of crawling 
required to reach the two trees. 
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BECAUSE A be seme oe than an adult's, 
moreover, he thinks his schoolroom is much larger than it 
appears to his teacher. This is because it may take him 20 
steps to cross the room, whereas she can Cross it in 15, But 
as he grows older, he isn’t aware of his lengthening stride 
until he may return to his old classroom. Then he marvels 
at the room’s smallness. Throughout the intervening years he 
had remembered it as a very large room. Now it seems tiny. 
When young children are only a block away from home, they 
may thus feel very far off from mamma. Or their clubhouse: on 
the back end of a vacant lot seems very far removed from 


civilization.

IT IS CUSTOMARY, therefore, for the sense of vision to 


be double-checked by the sense of touch. The fingers check 
upon the eyes, and vice versa. When we see something which 
appears unreal, we invariably try to finger it. That is why our 
art museums have their “Hands Off” or “Please Do Not Touch” 
signs. A good artist may create an illusion of depth or the 
third dimension so well that we want to “feel” the painting 
to make sure if it is really a flat surface. When a person sees 
a ghost, if he isn’t too scared to experiment, he first wants to 
touch the object to ascertain whether it has solidity. Jesus 
appreciated this common tendency when he asked Doubting 
Thomas to thrust his hand in His wounded side and place his 
fingers in the nail holes. Clara’s illusion regarding the apparent 
largeness of the dental cavity, simply shows how we distort 
spacial factors when the eye has not been able to double-check 
our sense of touch. The tongue is a very sensitive tactual 
organ but it deludes us in such cases. Effective practical 
judgment, therefore, seems to depend upon a double-checking 
between eye and touch, or between theory and practice. To- 
morrow I shall show how this is one of the essentials for 
“horse sense” or common sense.

SALEM, Mo., March 23. 
NYBODY around here who 
wants to know what happened 
on any given day back to 1892 

doesn’t have much trouble finding 
out. “Bill Elmer can tell you, 
everybody says. So to Bill Elmer’s 
upstairs office across from the 
courthouse and Elmer, always 
willing to oblige, turns to the 
date in one of the hundred vol- 
umes of his diary and reads: 


“Feb. 16, 1941— Home. Folks 
went to church. Sister-in-law and 
granddaughter to dinner. Picture 
show, Knute Rockne, at night. 
Snowed and sleeted and rained 
and much colder. Had conference 
with D. L. Gamblin, Salem, and 
Maurice Covert of Houston on con- 
test of Donnell’s election.” 


It can be any day back in the 
past 57 years and Elmer can tell 
you in a jiffy what happened 
that day, down to the kind or 
kinds of weather. Especially the 
weather, for he never fails to put 
that down. 

This Elmer person, known to 
fame in state and nation as Wil- 
liam P., is Bill to everybody in 
Dent and adjoining counties and 
along the course of Current river, 
where he is an institution in the 
accepted meaning of the word, a 
power in Republican politics and 
a friend to man. 

As to his diary, he was 21 years 
old before he ever thought of 
keeping one, How it came about, 


Sam White, an old farmer, men- 


tioned that he was keeping one 
and young Bill thought it was a 
good idea. He began keeping one 
and has kept it up to this day, 
longer than anybody else that he 
ever met or heard tell about. 
Why? Well, he was fixin’ to be a 
lawyer and lawyers, he knew, 
sometimes needed information 
about what happened on a certain 
day. If he ever needed such in- 
formation he would have it right 
there in his day-by-day book, It 
might help him to win a case in 
court, like the almanac helped Abe 
Lincoln save the life of a man up 
at Beardstown, IIl., because he 
was able to show by it that there 
was no moon on the night when 
a witness claimed to have seen 
by moonlight the defendant mak- 
ing off from the scene of the 
crime. Something like that. It 
would be a proud thing for him 
if he could stand up over there 
in the courthouse and point to an 
entry in his diary to prove that 
on the day in question which a 
witness said was fair there was 
heavy rainfall. 

It never quite worked out that 
way, but there came a time when 
he was able to help a lawyer 
friend. There Was a dispute about 
the weather on a certain day and 
Bill Elmer was called in to settle 
it. There was an entry which 
showed that on that day Elmer 
had a case in court and, as to the 
weather, “rained all day.” 

The lawyer for the other side, 
who needed a little fair weather, 
said all right, if Bill Elmer’s diary 
said rain, there couldn’t be better 
proof, and he would accept it. 

So that was one time when the 
diary proved useful and justified 
itself, but really Elmer has kept 
it all these years mostly for his 
personal pleasure, acknowledging 
no further need for justification. 


Elmer’s gift of himself to Dent 
county was not of his planning, 
for he was only four years old 
when his father brought him here 
from Robertsville, in Franklin 
county. The occasion for the mi- 
gration was the current impres- 
sion that Salem was a future 
great city by reason of the pro- 
posed extension of the St. Louis & 
Little Rock Railroad from Cuba 
by way of Salem to Arkansas. The 
road, however, was extended in- 
stead to Rolla and on to Spring- 
field, leaving Salem out on a spur, 
high and more or less dry. Bill 
Elmer at the age of four was not 
too much concerned about that.

He stayed on and has lived in 
Salem ever since. 

In the town of 500 people, as it 
was then, he grew up and, from 
first to last, had a good deal to 
do with building it up to its pres- 
ent status of 6000. He studied law 
under Col. E. T. Wingo and was 
admitted to the bar on October 5, 
1892, and has practiced ever since, 
monkeying with politics, as he 
says, on the side, which perhaps 
was a mistake so far as his career 
was concerned, for if he had 
stayed out of politics he might 
have become a great lawyer.

In those early days hog suits 
were frequent and important. 
Hogs had the range of the 
countryside. Disputes as to owner- 
ship and identification were con- 
stantly occurring, which usually 
ended up in court with somebody 
charged with hog stealing. Elmer 
had his share of the cases, us- 
ually on the side of the accused. 
It is his boast that no hog client 
of his, guilty or innocent, was 
ever convicted, partly because he 
had the support of a hearty public 
sentiment on the subject. 

When a law was passed requir- 
ing hog owners to keep their 
shoats corralled, that branch of 
Elmer’s practice fell off, but he 
never lacked murder cases be- 
cause in“the early days killin’s 
were fairly common. From first 
to last he has been the defense 
lawyer in 17 cases and only three 
of his clients were convicted. One 
got five years, one 25 years, one

Elmer, 78 years old this maggth, 
hopes he won't be called on 
again in a murder case. An ac- 
cused person would have to be a 
mighty good friend of his, he 
says, and most of his friends are 
not the murdering kind. For that 
matter, he is about through going 
to court. He will keep on prac- 
ticing in a way. That is, he will 
sit in his cluttered office and if 
folks in trouble come to his door 
he will tell them to come in and 
Shake hands all around and give 
the best advice he can, like he 
has always done. He will know 
when it is time for him to quit 
for good. He has fixed it up with 
the other lawyers and the boys 
at the courthouse. “Look here, 
boys,” he has said to them, 
“when you see I'm slippin’ I want 
you to tell me. It may make me 
mad, but tell me anyhow.” They 
have promised that they will.” 


As to monkeying in politics, 
Bill Elmer has done more than his 
share of that. He was the first 
Republican ever elected prose- 
cuting attorney in Dent county 
and served two terms, the first 
Republican elected to the Legis- 
lature and served four terms, and 
the first Republican sent to Con- 
gress from the eighth district, 
1943-45. A big spread of dust- 
gathering badges on his office 
wall testify that he was a delegate 
to every Missouri Republican con- 
vention from 1894 to 1948, and a 
delegate or alternate to four na- 
tional conventions. In 1940 he was 
nominated for Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, but was defeated, perhaps 
because he ran on a platform of 
“no promises, no cigars, no 
drinks.” He must have kept his 
word about the cigars and drinks, 
for his expense account was only 
$157. He wag defeated when he 
stood for a second term in Con- 
gress but it is a matter of pride 
with him that he was never de- 
feated in Dent county. He is not 
monkeying much in politics now, 
but Governor Smith has named 
him as a curator for the State 
University, The greatest office he 
ever held was president of the 
Salem School Board for six years. 
“I honestly believe,” he says, 
“that was the greatest service I 
ever rendered.”

On the wall of Elmer’s office 
hangs a framed photograph of the 
men who composed the Governor 
Hadley exploration party on a 
float trip down Current river in 
October, 1909, promoted Im- 
migration Commissioner Jo H.

Stephens and C. J. McMurtry 
made the local arrangement, pro-

The float took three days, 
which meant camping out two 
nights, and ended at Round 
Spring, where launches were wait- 
ing to take the voyagers on to 
Van Buren.
